NOTE: The proposed amendment is not in condition for allowance because the Applicant is broading the range which 
was not present before. "Not more than 300 nm" includes a broader range than what was presented in instant claim 15 being between 50 
and 300 nm. Thus the proposed amendment does not simplify matters for an appeal. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments have been considered, but 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues the size of the fine particles, however, Applicant seeks to broaden the scope of the claims which 
was not previously presented. The Adkins reference provides for a polymeric substrate having an electroconductive layer producing a 
polyelectrolyte film having deposited particles of silica. See col. 5, II 45-40 and col. 6, 1 35. The 112, 102b, and 103 rejections are 
maintained for reasons of record. 
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
